Troutco receives 
hatchery permit 

Neighbors protest Billingsley Creek operatior}

HAGERMAN Dcspilcplcas from 
neighbors, a partially buill tialchcry

NelRliborlnfi property owners have 
claimed for two years that Troutco 
Inc.'s trout farm would potlulc the 
stream .and devalue residences 
borderingtho stream. 

Following a court ca.w :ind two 
sessions of public hcarinEs. Kenneth 
Dunn, the Idatio Department of Water 
Resources director, announced tils 
decision Thursday lo issue Troutco a 
too-ctibic-fect-per-sccond water 
diversion permit. 

This will make Troulco the ninth 
trout farm on the lo-mile-long Bill-

thrjK. lawsuits filed t)y neighlKirlng 
property owners successfully halted 
construction. Consequently, a Fourth 
District Court ruling In December 
ItlKO ordered the DWR to rehear the 
application and render a iirvv di'- 
cision. 

The court ((ucslioned Troulco's fi- 
nancial ability to complete the project 
and ordered the DWR to further 
document that such a trout farm 
would be In the public Interest. 

At the same time, property owners 
along Billingsley Creek repeatedly 
have complained nboul offensive 
odors and "black ooze" building up 
along tlie stream, a condition that 
reportedly did not exist 20 to JO years 
ago prior to the introduction of trout 
farming.

Dunn 
ruled. 

"I think it's a fair decision." Dunn 
said. "If Troutco fails to comply, it 
will be shut down,"

"Wc recognize It- lllfih iiilorcsl 
rales and low farm prices arc llic only 
reason wc tiaven"! liad a disaster In 
this area." said HerrnanMcUcvitl. a 
WRB board member from Pocatello, 

In Us first effort lo update Idaho's 
water plan, written in 19T6, the water 
board would have addressed 
ground-water Issues except that too' 
little Is known about the resource, 
McDevlttsaid. 

"Even In some of llicsc small' 
valleys, we don't even know where the 



water starts and slops, let alone in the 
blRoncs.")iesaid, 

The Idaho Department of Water 
Resources lost' the equivalent of l;j 
full-time staff members to funding 
cutbacks by the i!»il legislature, and 
it is in no -position to tackle Ihe 
problem. A, Kenneth Dunn, the de- 
partment's director, said In an in- 
terview before ttie hearing, 

Dunn said some new meltiod Of 
fundinn the department, such as tar- 
iffs imposed on agricultural and 
liydropower water users, might be 
needed before the department can 
respond to the many water needs In 
the state.

Index predicts worse recession than anticipated

WASHINGTON - The government 
Index intended to predict economic 
trends fell sharply last month, in- 
dicating that the recession could be 
more prolonged and deeper than 
President Reagan forecast. 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported Thursday that the index for 
September declined by 2,7 per cent.- 
the steepest monthly fall since the 
middle of the sharp recession in the 
spring of 1980, „ 

Robert 'Dederlck, assistant' secre- 
tary for economic affairs at the 
Commerce Department, told a news 



-conference— ^Ihe-^conomj—ivH I- 
down for some months" and thut It Is 
"hard to predict" when rapid growth 
will resume in view of the hiRli 
Interest rates. 

The September decline was the 
fourth out of the last five months. Of 
the 10 indicators designed to forecast 
future trends only one improved last 
month. 

The shorp decline came afler a 
relatively flat stretch that began last 
-November, confirming other econom- 
ic reports that the drop accelerated In 
September. Dederlck said that in view 
of tlie latest index the gross national 
product will be down In the current 
three-month period for the third con- 
secutive quarter. 



-Although -the-dDellne'ln'the two" 
previous quarters was relatively 
small, economists are expccllnf; a 
sliarper drop in the current quarter, a 
prediction the new Index tended to 
confirm. 

This probably will mean that mi 
will bo starting with the economy in a 
recession, a setback for the Reagan 
administration which had been look- 
ing for a considerable improvement In 
the first part of the year. President 
Reagan, In conceding last week that 
the economy was jn a recession, said 
it woufd be short and slight'.' 

A protraclcil recession would cause 
even greater budget deficits as reve- 
nues from the declining economy 
falloff. 



"This could be a very danRcrous 
recession," said Allen SInal, -chief 
economist of Data Resources, a con- 
sulting firm In Lexington. Mass, "II Is 
coming on top of a recession only last 
year and there are a number of 
corporations already in a good deal of 
trouble. I don't think we've ever had 
recessions In two consecutive years, " 

Signs of the downturn were also 
evident In two other government re- 
ports Issues Thursday : 

• ProducllVlly of American busi- 
ness fell at an annual rale of 1.9 per 
cent In the third quarter, the first 
falloff since the l.l per cent decrease 
in the fourth quarter last year and the 
largest decline since the 2,3 per cent 
drop during the first quarter of \m. 



• 1-ayoffs by U,S, manufacturers 
rose by 1.7 per cent in September, the 
second consecutive substantial in- 
crease bringing the monthly rate to Its 
highest point since August, 1980, 

Eight of the 10 components of the 
economic indicators declined In Sep- 
tember: the average work week, the 
labor layoff rate, slock prices, the 
money supply, factory orders for 
manufacturers goods, delivery pci^ 
formance, contracts and orders for 
new plants and equipment and build- 
ing permits for fulureconstrudlon, . 

The tirup iti the average workwwk 
and the increase in the ,}oyo(f rate 
were major factors In causing the 
index decline.

The commercial Is no more inahe 
than any other, but there is a new 
character in the advertising soap 
opera: the commercial geared to the 
teen-age girl as family shopper. The 
advertising people are hip to some- 
thing. As more and more mothers go 
to work, wc arc looking for more and 
more help at home . . . from our 



daughters. 

For all of our talk about training 
kids differently, of raising a whole 
new generation of rncn and women 
who'wlJI share their adult lives easily 
Instead of wrenchlngly, we haven't 
changed ttic realities of young life 
very much at all. 

In this laundry-room scene, there Is 
neither father nor brother. Mother 
-and daughter-share the laundry and 
the shopping. It is still women's work . 
. . and girl's work ... and you don't 
have to be a social scientist to know 
how close this advertising fiction is 
fact. 

I sec 11 every day on the streets 
where teen-age girls are in charge of 
their brothers and sisters, while 
teen-oge boys arc involved in sports 
or "real" jobs. I sec it In homes where 
— glrls-aro-moro-llkoly to ca rry tho 
weight of the housekeeping chores 
than their brothers. 

I sec It even In people who hove easy 
expectations of help from their daugh-

Of course, all ramlllcs are not alike 
In this.

Differences among homes with two 
parents or one, fatiiers who share and 
fathers who don't. Differences among 
homes where parents and children 
are conscious or unconscious of the 
politics of housekeeping. 

But the majority of women in this 
country still carry the double burden 
— ^doing half the work outside the 
home and three-quarters of the work 
Inside it. The majority of men still 
resist household tasks — adding one 
hour a week of ttijs home work over a 
decade.

It is always more difficult to change

doctrine), "social promotion" (which 
includes "high school" graduates 
with eighth-grade reading abilities), 
and a multitude of derelictions of duty 
encompassed by "bitlngual educa- 
tion." 

The hottest domestic Issue of the 
19B0S may be, and probably should be,, 
the collapse of a kind of confidence 
that once was a defining charac- 
teristic of America — confidence In 
public secondary education. And the 
condition of universities may justify 
equal alarm. 

Enticed by government largess, 
universities In the postwar period 
embraced the Ideal of "relevance," 
understood as "meeting social 
needs." There was a hot auction for 
scholars who could attract to un- 
iversities the grants offered by gov- 
ernment. High salaries were Impor- 
tant, but so were promises that the 
scholars would be virtually exempt 
from (caching. 

Barzun much too charitably at- 



tributes the campus disorders ot the 
1960s to the students' sense that 
"leaching was regarded as a dis- 
agreeable task, and students as 
obstacles to serious work, meaning 
research," I spent all ot the Sixties on 
campuses, as a student or prorcssor, 
in Ilirce countries, and I am convinced 
that radical students and their faculty 
applaudcrs had two unattractive 
reasons tor desiring the academic 
degradation that Barzun detests. 

Many students' were on campus 
only because they were carried there 
by the preposterous notion that every 
high school graduate is suited to 
college education. Many (acuity 
members were on campus because 
the education boom made the aca- 
demic job market undemanding. 
Thus, many students and teachers 
were bored by scholarship, and their 
self-esteem and comfort were threat- 
ened by traditional academic stan- 
dards. So they had powerful Incen- 



tives to demote those standards and 
elevate vague and shifting standards 
of social utility ("relevance") in the 
hierarchy of academic values. ^ 
Furthermore, student and (acultj) 
"reformers" rejected the idea ot a 
core curriculum ot necessary knowl- 
edge because they embraced ah Idea 
that severs moral phUosophy (rom 
reason. In an essay in the same issue 
of the NYRB, J.M. Cameron, 
emeritus professor at the University 
of Toronto, argues that the disarray ol 
college curricula reflects a mistaken 
doctrine ot modem philosophy.' It Is 
the doctrine that all values are 
equally arbitrary, so the "selection" 
01 values, like the selection of items In 
a cafeteria, is purely a matter of 
"taste." 

"Such thoughts," writes Cameron, 
"may have' odd consequences for the 
curriculum. Boys and glris who 
couldn't write on a shpet of paper, or 
put Into speech, even the rudest out- 



line of what Christians or Je^s '

But -Bill Swan, president • of Ihe 
Nalional Cattlemen's Associatioh and 
a resident of Rogcrson, said lie 



doubled that livestock people have so 
much clout that they could single- 
handedly force Bufflnglon's transfer. 
He admitted that cooperation liclvi-ccn 
Idaho's BLM office and stockmen has 
been slim in recent months. 

The groups said ranchers arc upset 
because Buftington has attempted to 
listen to all people Involved In the use 
of public lands without giving special 
consideration to tliecaltic industry. 

"They seek his ouster not because 
he IS not doing his Job. but because tie 
is doing it too. well." said William R. 
Melners of Ihe Idaho Wildlife Federa- 
tion. He said ranchers - mollvaled by 



"raw greed" - are employing 
"kangaroo-court tactics" In an effort 
lo convince national li\M officials 
that Buffingion must be removed.. 

Mciners also said livestock growers 
are acting like "spoiled children wlio 
arc now allcmptlnglo gel Iheirway" 
by going behind [t;e scenes in their 
figlil agaln-sl liufflngton. 

Bruce Btxrcard o[ the Idaho Con- 
servation ixjague said iBuffington 
"has not given conservation groups 
everything they've wanted. But he 
has been foir in altempling to manage 
Ihe lands for all valid uses, 

"If the catiiemen alone can dictate 



the removal of Buffingion. Ihey may 
be able to dictate the use o! the public 
lands," Boccard womcd. 

The conservation groups said they 
did not object lo the livestock Industry 
expressing ,lls view of Buffington's 
policies, but iliey arc upset that ran- 
chers have applied pressure In secret 
and:iliat a decision to transfer the 
slate director apparcniiy was made 
without conlacling other groups In- 
volved with public londs, 

"We don't have any quarrel with 
livestock users on the public land."

GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) - OPKU dropped 
its oil price for the first time ever Thursday, 
agreeing on a unified $34 a barrel through 1382 that 
will cost U.S. consumers 2 to 3 cents a gallon more 
for gasoline and heating oil. 

The 13-naUon cartel, which drove prices up frorn 
$3 In 1973 but was forced to retreat In (he face of an . 
worldwide oil glut, froze the new base price for the 
rest of 1981 and 1382 - a decision insisted on by 
Saudi Arabia. 

The new base price taites effect Sunday-Nov. 1 
and ends a nearly three-year pricing split in the 



Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
The last lime prices were uniform was June 1979. 

The oil ministers rnet informally lliroughoul the 
day and also reached agreomcnl on n system of 
differentials creating an overall price range of 532 
' to $38 a barrel — bu( the agreed base is $34 a barrel. 

Saudi Arabia, the main foreign oil supplier to the 
United Stales and OPEC's most powerful member, 
will hike Its price from $32 to the base of $34 per 
barrel. There was no Indication the Saudis would 
cut production, 

The other 12 OPEC stales will come down bv $2 




from the $36 which they had been using as a base 
price - the first time they agcpcd lo such a drop. 

The net effect for consumers In the United States, 
who rely mainly on Saudi oil. will be 3 to 3 cents a 
more for for a gallon of gasoline and home heatinfj 
oil.

Whiks behind the record ratings ? Billboard's Einyfor one

NASHVILLE, Tenn. - Ron Einy sits In his comfortable 
office at Billboard magazine and regularly makes or 
breaks the careers of recording stars with the flick of bis 
pen or the punch of a computer keyboard. 

Elny writes the country music charts thai make ihe 
record world sing -and cry. 

Country stars call him their friend one week, their 
enemy the next. Record companies know of his affection 
for fine wines. Independent promoters live and die by his 
weekly picks. 

During one of his regular visits lo Nashville, Einy 
talked of an average day In Billboard's Los Angeles office. 
For example, he said, he may be recovering from a hectic 
week of meetings with record companies, promoters and 
his staff. He's just issued the next week's picks - the lop 
100 country music singles and the top 75 albums. 

The phone rings - maybe the 201h time that hour - and 
Elny answers. It's a top female country star praising him 
because her latest record has just reached a new hlgti, 
Elny listens as the woman thanks him profusely. It's the 
fourth week In a row she's called. He soaks up the praise, 
knowing that it may not last. . ...

"Her voice came down like 10 octaves." Finy recalls. 
"She used words to me I was even shocked 1 was hcarinR, 
not to mention the tact that she was a female. She said the 
chart was not worth a peiiny and she couldn't care less 
about chart movement. Then she hung Up on mc. 

"It happens regularly," he says. "Unfortu'natcly, our 
industry lives and dies by their chart numbers. The 
record wholesalers buy solely off the Billboard charts. 

"Numbers are crucial. There are many wholesalers 
who will not buy a single unless It's In the top 20 and 
there's no money coming In for the record company or 
artist unless the wholesalers buy." 

Einy, 24, studied music promotion, pictures and televi- 
sion' at UCLA before graduating in 1979. He worked for 
Billboard, an 85-year-old trade magazine, as a research 
clerk for al! charts until the country chart manager 
posit Ion opened a year later. 

"It's kind of ironic," he says. "1 hod once been a 
songwriter myself, writing country songs. 1 was always at 
the mercy of someone else. Now, the tables have turned 
completely. All these peofAe I wanted to know as a 
songwriter I now knowoersonally." 



Elny's wor* week begins on Tuesday. He and the 15 
members of his staff caU 115 counlry music stations 
thrtju^ioul the country and gel tlieir weekly play lists - 
thcsoni^ receiving the most alrtlrae on Ihe radio stations. 

On Wednesday and Thursday, calls are made to record 
wholesalers, distributors. Jukebox iqwrators and rct.iil 
stores to get sales Information In response to a surv ey 
mailed weekly by the magailnc. 

"They check off how the records are selling - whether 
they'rc'in the top 15, very good sales, good and fair. If 
they're not selling al all or if they're not In stock. ' ' 

The Inlormallon Is fed Into a computer Thursday night 
and comes back f^day In the fonn of a summary sheet. 
But the black and white figures churned out by the 
computer ore not the final step before Elny assigns the 
songs their "number." 

"Friday Is the most interesting day of the week, he 
says. "I call It my promotion day. 1 deal with labels and 
pnnnoters. I be^n calling every record company and 
independent promoter In Nashville Just to touch base. 

"I find out their sales figures, how many stations have 
added their artists' songs and what they hope for the 
record to attain. Then 1 have meetings wllh the same 
people located in Los Angeles.!^ 

After the meetings, Elny lakes a lunch break. He 
returns to complete the album charts, which, unlUfc Ihc 
' single records, are basedsolelyonsales. 

On Monday- morning, Elny does the singles charts. It 
takes hbn a Utile more than four hours lo pick Ihc top lOO 



songs in the country. , 

Elny says the country section of the magazine has 
grown tremendously over the years, from a one-page 
section (0 today's six-section spread. 

"The focus on country Is certainly more as It was when 
disco was big," he says, adding that 1981 has been a 
"breakthrough" year for new artists because radio 
stations ore opening up to new faces and voices. 

"With the growing popularity of counlry, the radio 
listening audience and record buying audience Is really 
more, In tune to new approaches and new artists. It's 
caused a lot of excitement. Whether it's a new or old 
artist. If you don'f have quality material you won't 
succeisl," 

Part of Elny's job Includes listening to as many of the 
country albums that record companies send him and 
going to all the shows and luncheons and dinners. He visits 
Nashville frequently to stay in touch with the country 
music scene. 

"It's a social lob, a lot of P.R. It doesn't slop when I 
leave tho office. YouSecbifie almost a celebrity yourself," 
he says. "1 think that's why I've put on 45 pounds this 
year. I'm constantly dining wllh artists." 

Einy says despite the high stakes of his decisions, not 
one record company has tried to Influence him by plying 
him with expensive gifts, ' 

"I do get nice ones come Christmas time." he says. 
"About 90 percent of the gifts arc bottles of wine, 1 am a 
wlnecolleclorandtheindustryldiowsUiat." ,

Veteran lady rockers still makeigood music

NEW YORK - A new generation ol pop-rock 
female singers has been grabbing most ol the 
headlines and acclaim In the I9SOs, but there are 
still veterans ol thc 1960s who have a great deal 
to say on record, and say it very well. 
. The singers whose records are considered 
here, Janls Ian and Marianne FallhtuI, have 
-extracted hard truths from experience, bringing 
maturity of vision to the subjects they sing 
about. Their voices may sound vulnerable, but 
they look at the vicissitudes of life with clear 
eyes and a rueful sense of the inherent ironies. 

"Restless Eyes" 
Janis Ian (Columbia Records) 
The title song of this album is an almost banal 
cvocotion of disillusion at a tess-than-ldeal love 
gone not quite sour, but definitely stale. It Is set 
in the comfortable suburbia of upper-middle 
class America, and neither the woman narrator 
nor the subject husband will ever leave: Their 
disenchantment Is limited to the safe voyeurism 
of an occasional "rcslloss eye." 
"Each time we look in the mirror. I see those 
'_ rest l ess e yes — wjiejijicjinds th at I'm not the 
" one ho wants and he's not whTI dreamed." 

A variation on the same theme, based on 
' memories rather than regrets, is played out on

"I Remember Yesterday," in which the singer is 
haunted by the past of bcr lover and the 
possibility that he made the same promises to 
others beforc. It raises the impossible question 
of whether or not one can be betrayed by the 
past: "I knew you never meant to be untrue, but 
once, beforc we knew." 

Another highly evocative song, "Passion 
Play," mixes rcllglous and profane imagery in a 
song that recalls Bob Dylan's "Sad-Eyed Lady of 
the Lowlands." "Down and Away" is even more 
Impressionistic, a mosaic of images that hint at 
'•the lives I throw away." 

The at»ve songs arc haunting, but the whole 
alburn Isn'^sombcr and reflective. "Under the 
Covcrs"'^is a sassy retort lb cliches about who 
makes good lovers; "I Believe in Myself Again" 
is a Joyous, Jivc-slnging'atflnnallon: "SuRor

"Dangerous Acquaintances" 
Marianne Faithful (Island Records) 

Last year's "Broken English" was B stunning 
yet harrowlngly personal album, a cathartic 
experience equally for Marianne Faithful and. 
theJistcner.'This album is less viscera l, but n o 
less evocative. 

The opening song. "Sweetheart." goes to the 
heart of the matter; Faithful asserts her in- 
dependence and vows not to change for anyone, 
not even Ihc sweetheart of the title:. "My 
freedom means too much to give up now; and 
docs it mailer to you anyhow?" 

Other songs arc full of lost opportunities and 
misunderstandings, delivered in every mode, 
from reggae to ominous mystery chordlng. With 
her grainy, choked tone and choppy way of 
dissecting syllables. Faithful's voice Is compel- 
ling and vulnerable, whether singing about a 
lover who turns out lo be gay, or accusing an 
object of her desire of being selfish as she 
confesses she's in his power anyway.

Next time there's a revolt against 
Britain, they're going to be dumping 
loudspeakers, not tea, Into Boston's 
harbor. 

There was a lime when American 
loudspeaker manufacturers didn't 
worry too much about British- 
speakers, because most of them 
^sounded like they tindn stiff upper lip: 
Brllish speakers tended to be un- 
conventional or ridiculously 
expensive, something only a rabid 
nudiophile v^ould pursue. 

Lately, however. British speakers 
arc becoming mornpopular than Brit- 
ish lea. Recently. I sang Ihepralsesof 
the KEF 103,2. But a lot of people 
don't want to spend $900 a pair for 
speakers, and rightly so. 

How about some truly great British 
speakers for ti4fl a pair? Actually, it 
all started at $2,500 a pair with the 
Bowers and Wilkens ( known as BSiW ) 
801. John Bowers spent a lot of time 
and money developing what he con- 
sidered to be the perfect professional 
monitor speaker. He succeeded, and 
Ihc B&W 601 is showing very healthy 
sales, even at Us current price of 
£3,200 a pair, which includes sornc 
Impressive rcrincrncnts. ■

same research and technology .'could 

be applied lo a less expensive 
speaker. While the glory of the BOI 
was to be expected (at that price 11 
had better be good), what about 
shocking everyone and devele^lng an 
inexpensive bookshelf speaker that 
would give anyone a taste of soi? 
— MccHhrB&WDM10(19bylOby9'/4 
Inches) at $170 each. It's a no-frllls 
speaker — no ■protcctioh^droulls or 
tweeter controls — though it Is 
finished In wood veneer. 11 contains an 
8-Inch woofer and a P/4-lnch dome 
twocler. 

But forget all of that. Just connect it 
to a good amp or receiver, turn up the 
volume to rcallsllc listening levels 
and sit back. It's got so much natural 
bass, you'll keep looking around for a 
hidden subwoofcr. (B&W rales the 
DMIO dB at 7S hertz, but it ac'ually 
extends lower. I 

The mid-range is clean, so If the 
recording is good, unclu'tercd, heavi- 
ly produced rock music you can easily 
pick out each instrument and voice, 
The high end Is a bit on Ihe bright side, 
which can be toned down just a bit 
with the treble control on your ampli- 
fier or an equalizer. It's up by about :i 
or 4 dB at 16 kllohertz, and B&W rales 
the DM 10 out lo 20 kllohertz.

"Heartbeat" is a well-craricd state- 
ment from a talented band.

Thus they hardly could have been surprised to 
leam.the-teanis. barely had left the Yankee 
Stadium playing field after the Dodgers' 9-2 
victory before Steinbrcnner had "sincerely 
apolo^zed" to the fans of New York for the 
Yankees' failure. 

"I want to assure you that we will be ot work 
immediately to prepare for 1^2," Steinbrcnner 
said. It took no particular genius to figure out 
what the word "prepare" meant In this context. 

Asked how he felt about Ihe theory that the 
nucleus of the Yankees might be scattered 
throughout baseball by next season, Reggie 
Jackson smiled and said: "I'm not In the 
nucleus. I'm on the sidelines. If they break up the 
nucleus, they'll miss me.

Suet) good humor was fairly typical of the 
Yankee reaction. When vou have won as much as 



Jackson and ttie Yankees have, the losses don't 
carry as mucli emotional freight as Ihe defeats. 
' ':l accept it philosophically." Jackson said. 
"You feci beat down, wclglied down, tired, 
bedraggled, rundown." 

But none of this should be confused with being 
the opposilc of Ihc emotions Itiat accompany 
winning. 

"Wlien you win you feel euphoric." Jackson 
said. "It's an emotional high. Then In two or 
,three days, you crasli," 

About the most emotion shown by a Yankee all 
day was when starting pitcher Tommy John 
realized Bobby Murcer was going to pinch-hit for , 
him In the fourth Innlngof a t-i game. 

John waved his hand in disgust in Ihe Yankee 
dugout, shook his head from side to side, stalked 
the dugout and mouthed a word that looked very 
much like "unbelievable," 
. But those who thought they might be treated lo 
a tirade in the Yankee locker room later were 
disappointed. It takes more than losing Ihc 
World Scries lo change the character of Tommy 
John. 

"I wanted to pilch," he said. "I'd Just com- 
pleted 13 Innings against them (including his 
seven innings of three-hit ball In Game Two). 
"To hold a balldub like that to one run. . .11 
, wasn'taslfl'dbecncuffedaround. 

"But (Bob) Lemon had a move lo make and tic 
made It. tie said. 'I'm going lo try to gel sd'me 
runs.' As soon as Ihoy walked Larry iMilboumet 
he called for Bobby." 

Asked If he tried lo argue Lemon out of taking 
him out of the game, John said, "I don't argue 
with the manager." 

Somebody asked Jackson If the Yankees 
suffered from nol being able lo use Ihe desig- 
nated hitter In the Series. 

"Only because If you DH'd me we don't lose a 



game because maybe somebody makes Ihc 
catch In right." he said of a fly ball by Dave 
Lopes he dropped for a two-base error In Game 
Four al Dodger Stadium, 

Jackson didn't even get upset that Dodger 
pitcher Burt Hooton sent him Inlo he dirl Iwice 
with knockdown pitches, 

"If you were hitting like mc, they'd knock you 
down, loo," he said. "It was out of respect. I was 
hanging over Ihe plate and he said, 'Gel out of 
there.' I took It as a compliment." 

But ir Jackson failed lo add the m\ World 
Series to his Mr. October book of memories, the - 
real Yankee bust was Dave Wlnfield. 

By going ^ioTA In this game, the Yankee 
outfieMer wound up wilh one hit in 22 World 
Series al-bals lor an ,045 batting overage. If 
Wlnfield had mode It lo tho plate a few more 
times, he might have wound up hltllng his age. or 
his uniform number, or bis waistline, or his hat 
size. 

"I feel bad I didn't make any contribution. " 
Wlnfield said. "But I don't feel i have to hang my 
head. I'm relaxed. I'm unhappy we didn't win. 
but everybody in here will keep his head up." 

Unspoken in this was the possibility that some 
of Wlnf ield's happiness might have been due lo - 
Ihc fact he kept his head on. 

As If futilely trying to live up lo Ms S21 million 
salary In the World Series spoUl^t wasn't 
enough, Wlnfield also had a series of death 
threats lo worry about. 

Within Ihe next few days. Winflcid said, he will 
dfsappe^ Into a comfortable anonymity where 
he doubtless will be Joined by many of his 
teammates. - 

It Is comforthig lo know they will nol be 
bedeviled by Ihe self-doubts and unhappy 
thoughts that are normally the lot of World 
Series toscrs. 

That. A'appears, Is what It is with the Yankees. 
They have been here so often thai Ihe difference 
between winning and losing no longer seems lo' 
be very great.

Benson, who t}ecamc an Apostle in 
1943. has also had more nQtional 
political experience than any other 
Mormon leader. He served eiRtit 
years In the Eisenhower admlnlstra- 
lion , the first cIcrRyman In 100 years

During his tenure as agriculture 
secretary, he fought off demands for 
his resignation by farmers angry with 
his opposition lo price supports and 
subsidies. Benson,- an opponent ot 
welfare, insisted that farmers should 
not have a special financial position 
with the government. 

His views on subsidies and welfare 
haven't changed much over the years. 
In a 1977 speech at Brigham Young 
University, he told students to drop 
out of school and go to work, rather 
than accept food stamps which he 
considered an "unearned handout." 

Benson has denounced communism 
for nearly four decades as "Satan's 
plan" for the conquest of God's 
Klngdorn and has stressed that 
"communism Is fundamentally so- 
cialism." 

Benson has also been one of the 
most outspokct^lormon critics of the 
women's movorrfenr. 

At a September meeting of the 
all-women Mormon Relief Society, 
Benson delivered a lough re- 
statement of the church's belief that 
the first and most important role of a 
woman Is to bear children and raise a 
family. 

"Contrary to conventional wisdom, 
a mother's place is in ttic home." he 
added. "The seeds of divorce are 
often sown and the problems ot 
children begin when mother works 
outside the home." 

Benson scorned Ihe use of duy-carc 
centers and prc-schools for children

The Council of the Twelve elects 
and o'flnins each church prophet and 
Cahill .>aid there is virtually no possi- 
bility '■ cy would skip over Benson 
and chose a younger man. 

Since the time of Brigliam Young, 
traditjon. has dictated that the most 
senior apostle become the prophet. 
That tradition was formalized into an 
otticia! succession policy in 1956 by 
the late Morrnon President David 
O'McKay. 

"The only way this could change is 
if the most senior apostle had a 
revelation that he should nol become 
prophet." said Cahill. 

Seniority among the apostles is 
determined according to the order in 
which tliey weie were ordained. Both 
Klmtiall and Benson tx'came apostles 
on Aug. 7.

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Sanders helps show survive schedule changes 



Serious actor behind **WKRP's" Nessman

HOLLYWOOD - I was drivlnR 
the Montezuma grade down Into 
the BorrcEo Desert one starlit 
night, fiddling wllh Ihe radio to sec 
how the Dodgers did, when clear as 
a bell out of Nebraslta cntne the 
voice q! an'.anjiounccr discussing 
hog futures. "Lcs Ncssman," I 
cried. 

"Actually," said Richard Sand- 
ers, who plays newscaster Les 
Ncssman on "WKRP in Cincin- 
nati," "there's a skill to reading 
— those hog fuliircs. . 

"1 felt it must be awfully baring 
to recite those long lines of num- 
bers, but a man on a radio stallon 
in OWahoma City showed me how 
It was done. He was really Lcs 
Nc^spian. He'd been a county fann 
agent. He had this wait of plaques. 
Wore the (passes, the bow lie. And 
he did the livestock quotations, the 
hog futures, the commodities. . . 

Sanders, an actor trained in the 
classics, who studied Shakespeare 
in Englond's tamed LAMDA 
(London Academy of Music and 
Dramatic Art), had been that day 
on Hollywood Boulevard, 
participating In one of those cere- 
monies to Install a star In the 
sidewalk of what Is called the 
' Hollywood Walk of Fame for radio 
personality Gary Owtns. . 

It was an omalc ceremony. A 
number of comedians wore in- 
volved, ranging from Jonathan 
Winters to Pat McCOmuck. When 



Sanders — as Les Nessman — was 
introduced, he told the audience: 
"I'm honored to be here. I've never 
seen a star laid on Hollywood 
Boulevani before." 

"That was Ixs talking," Sanders 
told me later. "1 would never say 
anything like that, but Lcs Is so 
naivehccangctawaywithlt." - -• 

We were in the Hollywood Brown 
Derby. Sanders was in the process 
of removing his Lcs Ncssman bow 
lie and a kelly green Jacket he had 
been ^vcn In Cincinnati losl SI. 
Patrick's Day when he marched as 
Lcs Ncssman in Ihe Hibernians' 
parade. 

■J do a lot of things,", he said. 
"as'Lcs'Riafl'wbuId never do as 
Richard Sanders. When I write 
letters, 1 switch sometimes from 
Sanders to Ncssman. 1^ will crit- 
icize things Richard has written in 
the letter, and Richard will reply. 1 
don't think Richard likes Les very 
much." 

Do these personality conflicts 
ever bother Sanders? "Only when 
people start thinking I'm Lcs 
Nessman," be said. 

It struck me as curious that In 
the three years Sanders has been 
ploying the fussy tittle neurotic 
newscaster Les Ncssman, he's 
become a national figure: so have 
all the staff of that Inept rock 
station WKRP - disc Jockeys Dr.
